SOVIET INVASION OF AFGHANISTAN DLD NOT SURPRISE GOVERNMENT

fhe Chinese had sensed it, Whtle the NATO mintatera--after their laborious 
brussels rocket conference--went away for the Christmas llelidayse without 
ny misgivings, the People's Republic wae already concentrating troops tn 
the vicetaity of the Afghan border--apparently in anticipation of a Soviet 
invasion of China's western netghbor., Not far from the mountains, where 
ihe so-called Wakhan Tip pointe Like the barrel of a drawn pistol at the 
Karakorum highway that now Links China and Pakistan, the Chinese deployed 
artillery and tanks. Several weeke before the Soviet invaston of Kabul, the 
Chinese had transferred 10 divistons from the upper course of the Yangtze 
Kiver to the border province of Sinktang. Thie desolate od desert region 
which for decades has been a bone of contention between the two communiat 
world powers could be defended only with great difficulty tn the event of 
war, but it ie in thie region that the Chinese rocket teating and nuclear 
installations are located, 


Ot all statesmen and mi'itary leaders of the non-Soviet world, none were 
less surprised by the Kusstan invasion than tine Chinese, What they had pre- 
dicted tor a long time and what no one in the West wanted to believe any 
longer had happened after allt The Soviet devil, of whom they had talked 
so fervently and frequently, had dropped hie mask and there appeared the 
acgresaive, rapacious superpower bent on hegemony, "The Soviet Union had 
pianned this military invasion of Afghanistan for a long time," the Chinese 
Government stated, "This te Lis firet momentous step in an advance toward 
the south, to the Indian Ocean, tn an attempt to gain control of the sea- 
routes, an important part of the Soviet atrategy that aime to occupy the 
oll-producitng regions, in order to outflank Kurope and to attain world 
supremacy." A little Later, the PEOPLE'S DAILY followed eults Although 
the Soviet Union had lunged toward the south, Kurope rema.ned ite princtpal 
target.

Vresident Nikon and ile eecurtty advieor, Henry Kiesinger, enjoyed this 
play with the three ballewwalthough thetr expectations regarding the tri- 
ile that tndeed "changed the world" ONixon) at ffered trom thoee of the 
(hivese. While intending to use China aaa lever, itn order to make the 
voviet Unton more inclined toward @ policy of detente, they never considered 
irumping the Soviet Union with the Chinese card. In the new world harmony, . 
the United States were supposed to adopt a position equidiatant to the two 
other powers and to treat them the eame, Thie political principle, which 
had been etrictly adhered to by Nikonta encceasor Ford and which at iret 
wie observed by Jimmy Carter ae well, ta now in consequence of the Afghan 
criste in danger of being abandoned, 


As te .ontiowed by lle memolrea, Henry Kiealnger did not want thie sudden 
change. tle took care wot to pante the Kuselane and to avold being led by 
the Chinese tanto a permanent ellach with the Soviet Unton, Kather, America 
wae to be the culling third party benefiting from the elash of the red 
piante by belong on good terme with both. Simply to play off-«in the manner 








ef tavern cegularee-China against the Soviet Unton would have been much too 
crude to the subtle Harvard professor who had studied the peace-preserving 
‘concert" of the great powers in the 19th century "In thie game, the ob- 
jective wae to maintain the equilibrium." The United States must never 
find tteelf in a sttuation, ta which each of the other two powers had more 
options than Amertca, 


bioolopes clatme he wanted no more than a medium-term marriage of conveni- 
ence between Weehington and Heljing. The marriage broker left nothing to 
chance. During sixon's vielt to China, even the toasts were fixed in ad- 
vance tn writing. With an Lrony which now seems ghastly the former foretgn 
minister notes in tie memoirs that the only spontaneous toast that Nixon 


allowed himeelt "sounded as though he proposed a military alliance to the 
(hinese,." 


‘he elan of L9// did not Last long. The road toward normalization of re- 
‘ations wag lope and rocky. Not only on account of the calamity concerning 
ihe Amertean protege Talwan--a problem which was verbally played up by the 
Chinese, but which in practice was treated as a second- or third-rank ques. 
tion. for the time being, the two partners were too involved tn their own 
internal difficulties (Gang of Four, Watergate); noticeably, Beljing too 
began to fear that America might callously opt for detente with the Russians 
to the prejudice of the third party. The American foretgn policy planners 


in their turn began to regard the Chinese warnings against a new "Munich" 
is 4 nhuleance, 


Toward the end of 1978, President Carter suddenly showed a suspicious inter 
est in settling the Chinese problem, in establishing normal diplomatic re. 
lations and in dropping Taiwan, The communist coup d'etat in Afghantetan 
in April 1978 and the Ietamie revolution tn Iran probably accelerated the 
development««both events upset the regional equilibrium in the Arabic-Astan 
‘oriete are” (Brzezinski) and aleo alarmed the Chinese leaoers; for Hua 
Cuofeny had just taken the eide of the Shah, who as the (greatly overrated) 
ruler of an emerging great power appeared to guarantee stability in this 
rea. the Chinese were ready again to assure themselves of American back- 


ing before being compelled to intervene by the Vietnamese-Soviet maneuvers 
in Indochina. 


‘antertully ae well ca tnsolently, Veng Xtaoping use tiie vielt to America 

as @ emoke screen, behind whieh China prepared for an “educattonal campaign" 
against the arrogant Vietnam. The United States' Lax response to this 
cynical act of aggression by tte new friend may have encouraged the Sevies 
'o try something stmllar at thelr southern flank, ip Afghanistan. As ear’y 
ae April 1979, Moscow spread rumors about the Chinese: The Russians claim- 
ed that together with Paktetania, Americana and Egyptians, the Chinese were 
engaged in raining tn special camps Atghan refugees as guerillas. PRAVDA 
threatened to take serious measures, if this suppor: for the Moslem tneur- 
yente were to be continued, 











At any rate, China appears to have supplied the rebelo««via the new hiphway 
across the Kar .korum highlands--with Light weapons and ammunition, Since 
the mountainous border region between Afghanistan et Cilna ta presently 
snowed under, the new supplies promised must Likew's: ve delivered via thie 
highway. The strategic importance of the highway imurtse some credibiltty 
to the Soviet claim that in this region--just as in a region turther east 
toward Bengal--China wants to secure a corridor leading to warm southern 
waters. It is one of the curiosities of the Soviet-Chinese power struggle 
that the two powers accuse each other of being bent on supremacy and tmpe- 
rialist conquests in South Asia and Southeast Asia, 


Clumsy kpipgones 


in his latest statement, Brezhnev showed disdain tor the Chim °* We only 
indirectly referred to them as "accomplices" and "atooges" of jeoorts) tom, 
llis main thrust was directed at the United States, In the long ‘erm, howe 
ever, the more dangerous enemy will be China, which even now Le openly try- 
ing to mobllize the peoples ot the whole world against the Soviet Union 
(and as was shown by the UN vote on Alghantatan, they have been quite suce 
cesstul). 


lieury Kissinger was wrong when in 19/1 he lectured hie president, telling 
him that the greatest advantage of the American China taitiacive was "the 
baverabl. ettect 1! will have on the Sovtet Union.” He had planned hia 
game with the three balle (or five, if one tneludes Western bLurope and 
Japan) all too masteriully ande«like biemarck, hie great diplomatic model-- 
had not taken into consideration that the cpipgones might be too clumsy tor 
such artistry. tven without the crisis in Atghantelan, Velense Secretary 
Krown would have traveled to Beijing: Ae early as mid-November, Japanese 
sovernment cireles claimed that America and China had in principle agreed 
loovely to engage in military cooperation and that Washington hoped tn this 
way to be able to reduce the renewed Soviet pressure on NATO and the Near 
Last. 


As late as 9% January, trealdent Carter--addressing members of Conpresa-- 
seemingly senstbhly retused to play the Chinese card: He stated that this 
would merely serve to apgravate the China-tnduced paranoia of the Kussians 
and to intensity their obstinacy in Afghaniatan. At the same time, however, 
hie detense secretary stated in beljing that America and China wanted to 
stay "strong and secure" and detend their vital intereste, Obviously, the 
military cooperation ts more extensive than is tndicated by the secant ine 
formation trom Beijing. To be sure, America is not expected to supply arma: 





Since the negative experience with their Russian triends, but aleo on account 


of traditional xenophobia, the Chinese are afraid of "techniciane" and "ade 
visere" who would have to instruct thelr army in the handling of the weapons, 
ut the Chinese do want the equipment and inetallations necessary tor the 
production ot modern weapons, In addition, it 18 planned to rearm their 
common ally Pavistan, to exchange military mlestons and tnetructorse and to 
discuss common securtty tnterests. Ao the first communiat state, China wil'

be given access to the pletures by the planned observation satellite 
"Lundeat tt." 


China's national detensee-on the ground, at sea, and in the alrewatill lage 
\5 yeare behind the armament level of the United States, In order to be 
able to modernize tte ermed torces, Cina neede an extended breather that 
can be provided only by the American triend, unless it deigne to accept 
diplomatic detente with Rusela. During this dangerous phase, will «nd can 
the Soviet Union pasatvely wateh China develop into an equal military power? 
Or witl treghney next month, when the Chinese«Sovlet negotationa are re- 
sumed in beljing, tush forward and seek safety in detente’ 


Nixon and Kissinger did not lave any doubte that America must never cone 
done a tuselan attack on Chins. la thle respect, the eituation has not 
changed, Wut in hie memoire, Kissinger aleao uses the tmaye of a tightrope 
walker: "We had to keep trom leaning over to either aide, for otherwise 
we would have plun.ed into the abyes,"

[Summary] ‘vhe article says: We have entered the 19808, which is a period 
crucial to the accomplishment of the Four Modernizations, During this extra- 
crdinary period, we should undertake three great tasks: to continue to 

oppose hegemonism and maintain peace in the world when we handle interna- 
‘lonal allairs, to continue to make efforts to return Taiwan to the embrace 
of our motherland and complete the unifieation of our motherland, and to 

step up economic construction and undertake the Four Modernizations, The 
three great tasks are centered on the objective of accomplishing the Four 
Modernizations. In the past, we emphasized revolutionary determination when 
we were waging the revoluiionary war and later on when we were engaged in 
economic construction while the whole nation is working for the Four Moderni- 
zations." 


The article says: We communists should struggle uaremittingly to realize 
our party's correct political line under any circumstances, Our present 
political line calls for uniting the people of all nationalities through- 
out the country, mobilizing all positive factors and making concerted 
efforts to achieve greater, faster, better and more economical results in 
building a modern and vowertul socialist country, 


"The JLEPANG RLBAO commentator's article points out; It is heartening 

that since the smashing of the “gang of four," the great majority of cadres 
and masses have been elated by the Four-Modernizatiocas program formulated 

by the Party Central Committee, Full of confidence and determination, they 
are working hard at their workposts., However, there are also some comrades 
who are pessimistic and disappointed when they see the many difficulties 

ind problems tacing us, They lack confidence in the future of the Four

[Text] Malfeasance is also called crime in office, It refers to working 
personnel or other personnel conducting official business according to the 
law in all state organs, enterprises and institutions who, using the power 
of thelr office, violate law and discipline, encroach upon the rights and 
interests of the state and the people, sabotage the normal activity and 
reputation of state organs, and break the criminal law. 


ln order to consolidate the state organs of the dictatorship of the pro- 
letartlat, strengthen thelr close relationship with the masses of people, and 
strengthen law and discipline, with the exception of «light violations of 
the law while in office for which administrative or disciplinary respon- 
sibility are preseribed, a special section in Article 8 of the Criminal 

Code stipulates the responsibility for investigating tle crimes of those 
guilty of malfeasance, At the same time, according to the different ob- 
jectives of criminal behavior in office, there is a separate provisicn in 


other sections and chapters of the code stipulating the responsibility to 
investigate these crimes, . 





The struggle ayainst malfeasance 1s an important measure for strengthening 
ihe dletatorship of the proletariat, The great majority of the working 
cadres in our state organs are devoted to duty, law-abiding, and loyal and 
devoted to serving the people, However, there is also a small number of 
people who do not carry out thelr basic duties, engage in criminal acts that 
violate law and discipline, and harm the cause of secialism, Some persons, 
relying on the power of thelr office, make dictatorial decisions, take 
reprisals and make false charges against others, and wantonly trample upon 
democracy, Some perso.ws, using the power of their office, embezzle and 
iquander state property, take bribes, practice favoritism and engage in 
milpractices, pervert justice for a bribe, extort confessions by torture, 
and act with utter disregard for human life. Some persons engage in the 
serious "dead" bureaucratism of indulging a weakness for luxury, enjoying 
thelr high position and living in ease and comfort, neglecting their duties, 








aud developing lazy habits, The illegal behavior of these persons undere 
Wines the reputation of state organs, tojures the close relationship, as 

lish to water, between the state organs and the masses of people, caualog the 
disinteyration of the soclalist economy, hindering the implementattlon of the 
state's yeneral and speciite polictes, laws and decrees, and impeding the 
mooth progress of our country's soctaliet revolution and construction, If 
these crimes in office are not Immediately puntshed but tostead are allowed 
to spread unchecked, then our cadres could degenerate from being "soclety's 
public servants" Into “ofticial masters" riding on the backs of the people 
aud our state organs could change into places where Iadividuals seek personal 


palin, and in that case there would be no way to realize the four moderntzae 
tions, 


lhe chergence of malfeasance has profound and lasting historteal and soctal 
roots. One aspect is the effects of the old soctety's evil legacy, Old 
Ching was a semifteudal, semicolonial country, The syateme and traditions 
of teudal bureaucratiom are relatively strong, the traditions of democracy 
are exceedingly thin, the economy ise extremely backward, and the toree of 
nablt of stalleseale production is relatively powertul, This backward 
force of habit of smalleseale production te the tundamental condition tor 
the revival of feudal dictatorship, bureaucratiom, aad teudal patriarchal 
domination, Under the intluence of feudal bureaucratiam, some of out 
cadres, whose capacity tor nipping something in the bud ts weak, developed 
the spectal privilage mentality of acting as lords and masters, Another 
aspect is that certala cadres were deeply polsoned by Lin Blao and the 
"sang of four." Lo order to usuro the party and selive power, Lin blao and 
the "yang of four" pleced together a factional setup and sertously affected 
the quality of the country's cadre ranks, At the sane time, they 
vigorously advocated "power is law" and, using the power they had stolen, 
practiced in a big way the "theory that power is everything” embodtled tn

to dlapateh the CVV to Korea to fight againet the aggressora together 
with the herole Korean people and the Korean People’ Army, 


The Awertean lmpertaltet aggreseton agalinat Korea had begun tn June of 
that year, When Comrade Veng Dehual, in Slan at the time, heard the 
vows, he sald to hte wife, Comrade Vu Anaiu, "The American taperiallate 
are #0 recklessly provocative, how can we ignore them and do nothing?" 
When the war flames apread to the gates of our country, Commander«tn- 
(liiet Peng accepted thie asetgoment, Tt wae really accepting an asalgn- 
ment durtog a national erteto! tt wae eald that thie task (of leading 
the CVV) had orlpinally been given to Lin Plao, However, when that 
solieproclatwed “talented militartat" was confronted with a formidable 
loo le feared itm like a tiger, tle opposed the britltant poltey of 
“Hoslat the US and ald to Korea,” decided by the Party Central Committee 
wid Chatrman Mao, and, by using the excuse of tllnesa, he refused to 
accept that asealgament, Therefore, thle heavy burden fell on the 
shoulders of Commander Veng, 
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When we heard this, we though "Commander Peng is certainly an individual, 
brave in shouldering heavy burdens! For several decades he has completed 
many mont diff tleult and demanding misstons under the leadership of the 
Varty and Chatrman Mao, Now that the land of Korea is covered with dense 
omoke and raging tire, the again will lead the CPV to extinguish this fire, 
together with the Korean army and people. In tacitng challenges, no one 


surpasses our General Peng in bravery and readiness!" 


Upon taking up the asetgoment and meeting with the high level cadres of the 
CPYY, Commander Peng tmmediately told the histortcal tacts of how Chatrman 
Mao led the Chinese revolution to vietory by overcoming all kinds of diiri- 
cult obstacles, We tnculcated tn each and everyone the bellet that under 
the leadership of the Party Central Committee and Chaltrman Mao there were 
no unconquerable ditfttculttes and no undefeatable enemies, He even went 
personally to the firat Chinese unit dispatched to Korea to conduct poll- 
tical mobilization and to inapire in the unit leaders the bellet of certain 
victory, 


"Valiantly and gallantly crossing the Yalu Kiver!" Under the Leadership 

of Commander Peng the fine sons and daughters of the Chinese nation, carry~ 
ing the expectations of the Chinese people and of all the peace loving peo 
ples of the world, rushed in force and power to the Korean batt letlelds 
where [lames of war raged high and fast. 


Outstanding Ability tn Military Leaderahtp 


Long before the CPV went abroad, Commander Peng had already personally visi- 
ted the Korean battle front to recetve tnatructions trom Comrade Kim 1] Sung 
on the combat role of the CPV, He travelled deep into the front Line to 
learn about the enemy's altuation, to survey the geographical conditions, 

to lovestigate and study the etrong points as well as the short-comings of 
both our enemy and ourselves, We belleved "Without the planes and the can- 
none the enemy ta not capable of making any assault or defending himself, 

As long as we make full use of the nights and the daring outflanking tactics 
lor encireling the enemy, penetrating and cutting off hia force, we are able 
to wipe him out." From thie bellet he developed his thoughts on conducting 
wilitery operations, such as "Be brave in cutting of f the enemy's route of 
retreat” and "press on toward the enemy." 


After the CPV had crossed the Yalu River, Chalrman Mao inatructed the fight- 
lng unite to begin advances at dusk each day but stop and take cover before 
dawn, Commander Peng carried out this Inetruction of Chairman Mao, ordered 
the units to aveld mjor routes, advance under cover and "strive for and 
create good opportunities for campaigns to kill the enemy." He also dis- 
patched a military untt to pin down the forces of America's (General) 

Kidgway on the eastern front, whtle concentrating hia major forces on the 
western trout. Seelog that the enemy divided his forces to mount his attack, 
(oammander Peng instructed the combat troopea to boldly let the enemy ftorces 

in and then separately wipe them out with the etrength of an army and a 











division, On 25 October 1950, one CPV unit, while advancing southward to 
Yangsudona, northwest of Onjong, discovered the northward moving torces of 
Syngman Rhee. The CPV tmmedtately occupied the hille along both aides of 
the route, When the enemy entered the hidden encirclement, our men sudden- 
ly opened fire trom the front, trom the back and trom both atdes, The 
enemy was totally annathilated, Then Commander Peng directed our army to 
attack the enemy with flerce force ta the areas of Unsan and Hulch'on, take 
ing advantage of the tact that the enemy force was scattered and uttltlaing 
all kinds of tactics of annihilation, te directed our torces to continue 
the battle along separate routes and won the tinal vietory of the thrat 
battle, foretag the enemy to retreat to the south of the Ch'ongehonggang. 


After the victory of the flrat battle, by accurately grasping the enemy's 
miscalculation of our milicary strength and our enemy's belligerent and 
arrogant attitude, based on the deluston of alr power, Commander Peng de- . 
cided “Let the enemy torces come in deep, even more boldly than before, 
and mike them drag the battle lines longer and longer" and deal them a 
severe blow, Chairman Mao praised Commander Peng'a atrategy and sald "This 
tactical disposition is entirely correct." So, consistent with Ccamander 
veng'a tactical plan, our forces pretended to retreat in order to increase 
the enemy's misconception, And when the enemy entered the area north of 
Ch'ongeh'ongpang, cur deatgnated area of enemy annthilation, our forces 
first opened a gap along the enemy's tlank, fearlessly wound around and 
euctrolod all bie untte. Aad through tactics of close combat and alight 
fipnting our forces drastteally minimized the impact of the enemy's alr: 
planes and artillery and by cutting of f the enemy's route for retreat we 
made the enemy short tn supplies of ammunition and gasoline, Thelr cannons 
and tanks became dead toola while the good qualities of our force were 
developed to thelr tullest, Thereafter, the tighting progressed rapidly, 
leaving the enemy no cholee but total retreat toward the J4th parallel, 
aod our army won the vietory in the second battle, At that time, Comman- 
der Vong, taklog advantage of the tlie when the retreating enemy waa not 
vet tirmly settled at the J8th parallel and ite relntorcement had not yet 
arrived, started the third campatgn of assault, The CPV and the Korean 
People's Army fought shoulder to shoulder and pushed all the way to the 
i/th parallel. The enemy retreated in a hurry and utter contuston, 

Walker, commanding officer of the US Eighth Diviston, was killed when his 
car overturned during a hastily made turn, Walker's successor Ridgway wrote 
the following recollection "At early dawa on New Year's Day | rode around 
in the jeep, hoping to locate these shattered and retreating combat troops 
md try, tf possible, to stop them trom rushing all the way to the rear, 

A tew miles north of Seoul | bumped tato the tlrat group of the defeated 
joldiers. They were trying to tlee southward to Seoul aa tast they could, 
They had discarded thelr weapons, only a tew attll carrying rifles, 1 
parked the jeep stdeways right in the middle of the route, tlrat to stop 
the tlow of this human stream, Then | trled to locate their officers, 1 
have never had an expertence like this before and hope I'll never have to 
do tt agalinewtor trylog to atop a deteated army trom retreat ta Cantamount 
to blocking a snow avalanche.” The Korean War, Ridgway Memoir, Chap, 6, 
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irom the Saturday bLyentag Voat, 25 February 1946, thie paragraph of vivid 
deseription in apecttt«o worde reflected clearly the Irrestatible, herote 
apirit: of the Korean and Chinese forces, 


Durtoy the progress of the war Commander Peng always had a clear pleture 
of tte development and was good at seeing through the enemy's tricks, 
Alter the third battle, the enemy, reluctant to admit defeat, attempted 

to lure us southward hoplog to land behind us on the eastern and western 
coaste, Commander Peng pointed out at once "It to impossible to have any 
significant result for ue to chase on foot after the enemy who te equipped 
with modern weapons, in view of the need for solving the problemi of 
transportation and supplies, reatoratton of atrength of the tighting tor 
(eo, strengthentng coastal defenses ae well an the security at the rear, 
io Vigorous chase of continous advance ta to be pursued," We directed our 
lorces to etop chasing at once and thus wrecked the enemy's strategy. 
Mealizing that our forces refused to enter the trap, the enemy attempted 
HeW assaults to recapture ble loat powtttons south of the S4th parallel, 
lhen, in a fourth battle, Commander Veng directed the CPV, in coordination 
with Che Korean People's Army and with concentrated military strength, to 
begin ‘leree counterattack, atrelking at the enemy's weak and portruding 
area of Heng Cheng. Large numbera of enemy soldlere were killed, — lmme- 
diately atter, Commander Peng awltched to discretionary defensive measures 
aod thie concluded the fourth camatgn in vietory, In thie campalge alone, 
tie casuaitiow of the enemy were equivalent to the total of the previous 
(ives battles, It was thie major military setback that prompted the dis 
Hiiesal trom all powttions of (General) MacArthur, CommanderetoeChiet of 
the United Nationa torces, 


ln a Pitth battle, the CPV again under the direction of Commander Peng and 
in coordination with the Korean People'a Army destroyed the eneny's plan 
of “cotabliahing «a ew defense line in the geographically narrow atrip of 
concral Korea,” On the third day after the conclusion of thie battle, 
(General) Wedemeyer, the US Army's Deputy Chief of Staff, admittedly said 
it a& atatemnt betore the US Senate, “The Korean War ta a bottomless pit, 
die cannot see any hope of vietory for the United Nations Army." (General 
bradley, Chatrman of the Jotnt Chileteofefitat! eried out in alarm, "We 

ave tovolved tn the wrong place, wrong tlie, wrong war and with the wrong 
enemy." liaving esulfered defeat after defeat, the American tmpertaltat 
ipereseore were compelled (o accept peace negottlations, The US News and 
World Report had thie coseant, Yhle ta the Cleat time in the entire one 
hundred seventyeftive yea hiletory elace the founding of thie nation that 
an American camandiog off teer under ordera trom the US government, had to 
plant a white flag and hold peace talke with the enemy." It was true that 
thie Nietorlteal defeat sulflered by the Americans wae brought about through 
the correct divectton of Comrade Kim tl Sung, the heroie tighting abllity 
of the Korean army ond people, as wel! ag the CRY, However, tt was ine 
yeparable trom the intpentous alreetion given by Commander Peng Dihual to 
meoordance with the toatruettlons of Chatrman Mao, Commander Peng combined 











Chariman Mao's thought on military matters and the concrete situations on 
the battlefields of Korea, creatively ut!lized our military operational 
tactics and demonstrated fully his outstaiding military skills. Every 
campaign fought and each victory won by the CPV cost Commander Peng many 
sleepless nights. They were the fruits of his hard work and energies. 


Vision, Resourcelfulness and Decis:iveness 


In war, Commander Peng always had in mind the sltuation as a whole, was 
good in gathering the wisdom ot many people, resourceful and decisive, 


Commander Peng placed great importance on political work. Arriving tn 
Korea, he Immediately took firm hold the CPV and heightened its political 
consclousness by vigorously instructing on patriotism. He made the 

Party's call to "Resist US Aggression and Aid Korea" and to "Safeguard 
Home and Defend Country" his central themes and educated the men in inter- 
nationalism and how to be a strong and powertul torce, During battles he 
talked in depth on mobile wartare, on the principal tactics of tighting, 
and on the correct thoughts of military strategy. At the same time, he 
continuously gave publicity to stories of heroic personalities so as to 
keep the tighting men in the proud and high spirit of revolutionary herotsm, 
When the peace neyottlations began, he immediately instructed the troops not 
to hold any illusion about the negotiations, but to actively coordinate the 
strategies on the battlefleld with those at the negotiating table, He 
demanded that the lighting men remain firm ‘tn battle and the negotlators 
carry on acvive talks. Under Chairman Mao's tnstructions and without 
missing any time, he redeployed the CI’'V | rom moblle wartare to tixed posl- 
tions and, taking advantage of Korea's mountainous terrain and the abun- 
dant torests, he expedited fortifications, improved the movement ol sup- 
plies, repaired or replaced equipment, and brought units back to full 
strength, He won major victories through exploiting minor gains, using 

the tactics of "breaking up a plece of sticky candy bit by bit." He Ine 
sivted on the principle of "protracted warfare and active defense" and co- 
ordinated this tactic effectively with the struggle of the negotlators, 


Coumander Pens gave much attention to the fortifications at the tront, 
Alter our troops had moved into line and set up detensive positions, the 
enemy, who arrogantly believed in the supertority of iron and steel, 
unloaded large amounts of boms and and shells on our positions, Our com 
wanders and soldiers tirst dug "cat holes" into the hills, then dug two 
deeper holes next to each other and, by jolning them underground, tormed 

a tunnel in the shape of a horseshoe. To withstand the enemy's artillery 
fire and avoid death or tnjury trom the shelling, most of the men, with 
the exception of a tew sentries keeping watch, would go into the tunnel, 
When the enemy pressed close to our positions and the enemy's shelling 
was shitted beyond our posit lons, our men would } ump out of the tunnel, 
open tire, and repel the enemy's attack. This creative work of the people 
was evaluated very highly by Commander Peng. In Oetober 195], the Command- 
ing Headquarters of the CPV tssued an order asking that this method be 
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used throughout the entire CPV, As a result, a fervor of hole digging 
surged through the entire CPV, Following this practice, vast numbers 

of commanders developed tunnels with two outlets into tunnels with thre: 
or even four outlets, In this manner, a greater volume of military power 
could be maintained in position, When Commander Peng found out about 
thin, he again asked the leading organizations of the CPV to collect the 
expertences of the masses so this work could be expanded still further. 
Very rapldly the entire front line of our positions was bullt into a 
erles@cross underground "Creat Wall" of immense magnitude, which stood 

a4 severe Lest when the enemy artillery shelled it with unprecedented 
intensity, Take Sanggamnyong, tor example: In this position of ours, 

an area not quite 3,5 square kilometers, the enemy dumped more than 
1,900,000 shells and more than 5,000 bombs, Although this barrage vir- 
tually peeled one Layer off the mountain top, our position atill remained 
ln our hands, This was because the tunnels were immensely effective. Ln 
IYo?, Chatrman Mao in recognizing the great value of these tunnels, said, 
“The question of whether being able to defend ourselves was answered Last 
year, The method of defense lay in drilling holes, We dug two layers 

of tortitteatitons, When the enemy attacked we would enter the tunnels, 
Sometimes, when the top layer was taken by the enemy the lower layer still 
was in our hands, When the enemy entered our posittou, we made counter- 
attacks, totiteting heavy casualities on him, It was through this type 
Of tadigenous method we used to fight the foreign bullets and the enemy 
couldn't do a thing about tt." Selected Works of Mao Zedong, Vol V p. 67, 
This legendary achlevement in the history of war was the crystallization 
of the colleetive wleadom of the broad masses, gathered by the Volunteer 
Army Party Committee under the leadership of Comrade Peng, 


Ihe securlty work of the rear echelon was also given much attention by 
Commander Peng, He often sald, "lt ta tmpossatble to tight a modern war 
without the help of a modern rear service," and "Wares cannot be won, 
having only the brave and herole tighting forces without strong rear for- 
ces." Sinee the very beginotng of the CPV's departure, a Rear Services 
Headquarters of the CPV had been set up under Premier Zhou Enlai's per- 
sonal attention, During the war, the enemy first concentrated on using 
large numbers of atrplanesa which flew saturation bomb raids on our trans- 
portation lines, These were tollowed by pin potnat bombimgs, "killing by 
strangulation,” and destructive bombings, The enemy attempted wantonly 
to break down the transportation between our front and the rear, hoping 
to sever our supply lines, The Volunteer Army's Political Committee with 
lite chleft Comrade Peng, faced with this situation, developed the democra- 
tie style of work to military aftatrea, colleeted brilliant tdeas from 

the masses, and devised all sorte of Ingentlous ways of transportation, 
Despite the enemy's intensified effort to destroy our railroad Iinese-- 

In 195? the total of the enemy's bombing sortles amounted to 6,340 per 
cent of that of 195] the total volume of fretght carried by our trans. 
port lacttlittes durtny the same perlod increased by 26/ percent ° in the 
highways, our troops set up alrelookout stattons, As soon as the enemy 's 
planes) approached, warntng alarms went off and all the vehicles moved 





moved without lights. And as soon as the enemy's planes left, air alert 
was litted and all vehicles proceeded with increased speed and with their 
lights back on, Our army's truck freight volume increased month by month. 
In the first half of 1952 the total freight volume was 424 percent of that 
of the same period of 1951. On the other hand, our vehicle loss was great- 
ly reduced, down to a rate of 0.9 percent from the initial 40 percent. In 
1952, the transporting of winter uniforms jor our entire troops, from the 
bunks of the Yalu River to each and every hill at the front, took merely 
seventy=two hours. We actually built on the Korean battlefield a trans- 
portation line made of steel which was indestructible by bombing and un- 
breakable by strong force. Commander Van Fleet of the US Eighth Division 
admittedly said in a press conference, "Although the Allied air force and 
navy did thelr best in trying to cutt off the communist supply line, the 
communists nevertheless by sheer, unbelievably arrogant determination 
succeeded in bring matertal to the front line--an astonishingly formidable 
feat, Indeed." Under the leadership and direction of Comrade Peng Dehuai ° 
the Volunteer Army, together with the herole Korean army and people, de- 
feated=ewilth inferlor equipment--an enemy armed to its teeth, by relying 

on strong and torceful political work, sturdy underground "Great Wall" 

and, an ever continuing supply from the rear. 


Intimate Friend of the Korean People 


Kim Il Sung, the great leader cf the Korean people once said "In the com- 
minders and soliders of the Chinese People's Volunteer Army that partici- 
pated in the Korcan war, we the Kerean people saw the new sons and daughters 
of the glorious People's Republic of China under the Leadership of the 
Chinese Communist Party and its leader Mao Zedong; we saw them taking the 
Korean people's totls and hardships as their own and in their endeavors 

and struggles toward overcoming these hardships we saw the true faces of

Whenever the interests of the Korean people suffered on account of an tn 
dividual or an event, Commander Peng always looked into It sertously, The 
light offenders were criticized and educated; the serious ones recelved 
punishment, We have heard Korean people say tens and hundreds of Cimes, 
"We have seen many foreign troops but we have never before come across a 
good army ilke the Chinese People's Volunteer Army." Whenever we heard 
accolades like this, we always thought of Chairman Mao's tnatruct tons and 
called to mind the strict requirements that Commander Veng had set for his 
men, his patlent guidance, and his personal example. 


Commander eng showed great respect tor Comrade Kim Ll Sung, the great 
leader of the Korean people, When the CPV tiret came to Korea, Commander 
Peng right away inittated a visit to Comrade Kim 1] Sung, reported to 
him, received his instructions, analyzed together with him the enemy's 
situations, and studied the operational preparations and campalgn actit- 
vities. In the succeeding months and years of war there remained close 
contact between them, Commander Peng trequently went to where Comrade 
Kim !1 Sung lived, and Likewise, Comrade Kim 11 Sung otten came to where 
we lived, We still remember clearly that Commander Peng was alwaye happy 
that Comrade Kim ||] Sung was coming. He always ordered that the place be 
Cleaned and that security be established, and he took us, the comrades, 
with him when receiving Comrade Kim Il Sung or seeing him off, Whenever 
major problems of war arose, Commander Peng always respected the leader 
ship of Comrade Kim 11 Sung. To the cadres of the CPV or to the Korean 
comrades, he reiterated, "We must support the leadership of Comrade Kim 
1} Sung and protect his prestige. Only in this way can the enemy be de 
feated early and vietory won," 


kKver since he came to Korea, Commander Peng always made it a polnt to talb 
to the Korean people whenever he moved to a new location, He was cone 
cerned over the misery of the masses, We often witnessed how Commander 
Peng's eyebrows were drawn, his eyes filled with tears, hie lips elosed 
tightly and his tace burned with anger when he saw the villages in flames, 
He was a man of tron and steel and, yet, the stght of a lonely old man 

and of children without parents could bring tears to his eyes and made him 
speechless for a long time. The blood of his heart and his emot tons poured 
out for the Korean people sulferiong in misery, During the war yeare, num 
berless koreans lost their land, homes, and tamily members, and lived in 
hunger ant cold, When Commander Peng saw that, his heart ached, We sald 
"We'd rather eat a little less so that the Korean people may have something 
to eat." Responding to the call of the People's Volunteer Army's Politteal 
Committee and of Commander Peng, the cadres and soldiers of the CPV saved 
more than LO million jin Cabout 55,000 tons) of tood atulft out of thelr 
already meager supply. At one time, the commanders and soldiers saved 
fried noodles mouthful by mouthful to pive to the Korean people, The 
Political Committee of the Volunteer Army and Commander Veng had more than 
once asked the troops to “help our Korean relatives rebuild their homes," 
Between battles, the cadres and the tightiug men of the CPV helped the 
Korean masses regularly in thelr epring and autum harvests, repals 
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irrigation canals, prevent floods, plant trees, and bulld houses, prevent 
epldemtes and provide disaster rellet, tut Commander Peng pralsed highly

loople in yeneral had the tupresston that Commnder Peng was a stern man, 
Indeed, tor hie cadres and the tighting men he had strict requirements, 
hut this was only one side of him, The other side was an even tempered 
alle ctionate individual who was profoundly concerned over the well-being 
ol the idres and the fighting men, Members of the CPV came trom all 
places and regions, Commander Peng treated all the units and troops 
equally, Never some more intimately than others, Take our own case--some 
olf us tad known bilm well sinee years past, but some only came to know him 
since jololog the CPV, But working under hie direction, all of us were 
happy and content. He was always trank with us and asked us to be frank 
with lilm. Therefore, when we were with him, we spoke up if we had some- 
(hinw to say, offered our opinion whenever we had some to offer and even 
aryued our different viewpoints, With us, there was nothing he would not 
talk about, Yeu, tn matters of work he did chastise some people when he 
lont tile cool, Hut when it was all over he treated that person just as 
unual, We recall clearly that after the fourth battle, the command post 
of the CUY was transterred to a new place, Already early the next dawn 
the enemy's planes came, As soon as they gover overhead, they started 
our house, Commincder Penny's army cot pot several bullet holes right 
iter he had potten up. And tinmediately atter he had been dragged outside 
vy thle secretary Yang An'yong, the very spot where he had stood before was 
Hit and ile wash basta was penetrated with bullets, At this moment of 
cristae he repeatedly asked, "Where ta Deputy Commander Deng (Hua)?" and 
Where tea Deputy Commander Hung Xuechin?" In vlew of the enemy's savage 
hombinyg of Commander Peng had tor a whtle suggested to divide the CPV 
into ow front proup and a rear group, he asked the other comrade leaders 
bo po te the rear and dectded to remain at the tront himeell, The other 
comrade teaders ineleated that be po to the rear, He resolutely refused 
to do eo, lyn the end no one succeeded Ln persuading the other and all 
remained at the tront, 
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Commander Pony patd much attention to the well-being of the cadres and 
took good care of them, However, he also expected much from them. He 

wes G@lwaye tair in meting out rewards and punishments. When he critict- 
ze Mintakes, no feelings were spared but when things were done right he 
praised them loud and clear, During the first campaign, a senior respon- 
nible offfeer of a certain untt was so indectatve that movemente of the 
troops were slowed down, causing a delay in the offenaive and the loss ot 
an opportunity to advance by a roundabout route. As a result, the enemy 
was able to slip away. This episode made Commander Peng very angry. At 
the end of that battle, he criticized this event severely, which not only 
served to educate that particular Leader but also made a great impact 
among the high Level cadres of the CPV, In a second battle, the same unit, 
after having made an opening in the enemy's flank, pierced 70 kilometers 
Into it in one night, cut off the enemy's transportation line and remained 
in tirm control of the area between the enemy's reinforcement from the 
north and its southward retreating troops for 50 hours, bringing the enemy's 
entire army into a state of chaos, Commander Peng was so elated upon 
receiving thie Iintormation that he drafted personally an order of commen- 
dation for the Political Committee of the Volunteer Army and saw to it that 
this order was distributed among all the members of the CPV, 


Commander Peng was always concerned over the fighting men. In the early 
days after entering the Korean war, supplies were short for a time, Some 
soldiers suffered night blindness from malnutrition. Commander Peng was 
so worrled, that he could not eat or sleep well. He inquired all] over 

the place about the treatment for this disease. When he was told that by 
drinking the julce of pine needles and eating wild grown vegetables the 
severity of the disease could be reduced, he tmmediately asked the troops 
to prepare the pine needle drink and to dig up the vegetables, These 
treatments ylelded good results which made Commander Peng very happy. 
During the days of the Korean war when the soldiers fought in 40-below 
temperatures and their food was merely "a handful of fried noodles with 

a handful of snow," Commander Peng was very distressed. On winter Inspec- 
tions, he regularly asked the soldiers to take off their shoes so that he 
could teel with his hands If they were warm inaide. He always told the 
cadres that, tim permitting, the soldiers' meal time should not be 
limited to five minutes, He said, "This was how my stomach trouble started," 


Of himeel!, Commander Peng expected even more, As soon as he came to 
Korea he put hie whole heart and soul into the war, putting the Interest 
of the revolution above all and giving no thought to his personal safety, 
In order to be able to understand the situation at the front without loss 
of time, and to be able to correctly handle any change in the entire war 
picture, he placed his command post as close as possible to an area where 
telephone lines could be set up with direct contact to several major units. 
He read al] telegrams personally and speedily answered the questions asked 
in them, never missing the opportunity to win a battle. We had no control 
of the alr nor was the command post of the CPV protected by anti-aircraft 
guns. About 250 yards away from Commander Peng's house there wae a small 
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mine shalt. Some comrades had Suggested Chat he move into It, However, 
after having weighed the suggestion in light of the needs of military 
leadership, he felt it was not conventent to hang the war maps in the 
shaft. Therefore he refused to go into tt and retused to Ilaten to any- 
one. When the other members of the C’V reported this to Chalrman Mao, 
the latter, out of his concern over Commander Peng's Hatety, sent him 
the following telegram: "Sturdy and strong aly shelter must be built 

for your command post," and "You should give tull attention to the safety 
of the leading organization." Premier Zhou Enlal was also much concerned 
over Commander Peng's satety and many a time directed the People's Volun- 
teer Army's Political Committee to take responsibility for Commander 
Peng's satety. Alter the seco; d campalgn had begun, the Political Comis- 
sar who was directly under the Chiet of Statf of the People's Liberation 
Army, suggested that Commander Peng yo luside the air shelter, but he 
refused, Finally Comrade Hung Xuezhi had to drag him in,  lumedtately 
after, seven b-26's flew overhead and dropped in one cluster dozens of 
napalm bombs, and the small hcuse that he lived in turned tmmediately tuto 
ashes, 


Another example of Commander Peng's high expectation of himielf was that he 
never claimed credit tor any achlevement but was always ready to admit 
mistakes, Whatever accomplishment there was, he would always give the 
credit to the people of Korea and China as well as to the subordinate com 
manders and the soldiers, When problems occurred, he would actively take 
the cesponsibility upon himself and would openly erittetze himeelf, After 
he liad been given the honor and medal of “hero of the Korean People's 
Democratic Republic" he sald many times, "I accepted it in the name of the 
entire of commanders and soldiers of the People's Volunteer Army." In a 
meeting of high level cadres in the military system he even Initlated a 
seltecritictsm., This spirit of strict self-discipline moved all that were 
present, 


Grass that grows in windy areas develops strong roots and the bamboo tested 
vy trost yrows always taller, More than 20 years have passed and the wind 
and the rain of struggle have washed the dust covertng past hlatory, but 
the true quality of our beloved and respected hero, Commander Peng, like 
shining gold, dazzles even more brilliantly today than ever before, Hie 
distingulshed record of achtevement and his highly moral character are the 
models tor us to tollow always and encourage us to endeavor and struggle
